2. SU 198034 discloses an ion mirror to improve the focusing of ion energy in 
time-of-flight instruments. See page 1, lines 16-18 of the present application. 
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3. SU 1681340 discloses a TOF MS, either a continuous or quasi-continuous 
ion source after introduction of an orthogonal ion acceleration scheme. See page 3, lines 9-11 
of the present application. 

4. SU 1725289 discloses a folded path MR-TOF MS using two-dimensional 
gridless mirrors. As disclosed on page 2, lines 11-18 of the present application, MR-TOF MS 
uses two-dimensional gridless mirrors.
